It will 
ripen its fruit in twelve or thirteen 
months without further care, each plant 
having seventy-five to one hundred and 
twenty-five bananas, and when that dies 
down after fruiting, new shoots spring up 
to take its place. In regions where no 
frost ever reaches, bananas are found in 


ali stages of growth, ripening their fruit 


every month and every day in the year. 
Col. Whitney, near Silver Lake, Florida, 
has probably the largest banana planta- 
tion in the United States, containing fully 
ten thousand plantsin bearing. Some of 
these are large trees, which do not die 
after bearing their fruit, but the maj-r- 
ity are of the dwarf species, which are 
renewed every year. Slips are planted

up leaves disclosing six or eight emal) 
bananas behind this protection. Some 
plants will have sixteen or twenty leaves 
and branches of fruit, bending over as it 
ripens, forming a most beautiful sight.”’

Shoes of Snake Skin. 


We saw in Winchester last week a nice 
pair of shoeg, about No. 4, the vamps of 
which were made of rattlesnake hide, 
and the quarters of chicken snake hide. 
Also several snake hides neatly tanned, 
and three feet long and eight inches wide. 
‘They belonged to J. H. Henderson, who 
lives on ‘Big Coon,” in Jackson county, 
Ala. He makes a specialty of catching 
all kinds of snakes, rattlesnakes in par- 
ticular, and, without injuring or killing 
them, proceeds to. take off their hides. 
These he tans in about two months, and 
then makes them into shoes, slippers, 
etc. Ife uses a weed which grows in the 
mountains to mesmerize the snakes. He 
says they will readily become harmless 
under the influence of the weed, which 
he fastens to the end of a long stick, and 
rubbing it for a while about the snake’s 
head, soon has it insensible, and then he 
ties it preparatory to skinning it.— Win- 
chester (Tenn.)

on board had perished with the excep- 
tion of one man, who survived to tell 


the tale. As many of the officers and 
employes rcside and have families in this 
city, of course the excitement was in- 
tense. It was, also, reported that the 
Hugh Martin had twenty passengers 
aboard, which added to the excitement, 
as many Chattanoogans were up the 
river on )usiness, and no one knew who 
were on the fatal steamboat. 
CAPTAIN JOE GLOVER, 


of the steamboat Gen. J. T. Wilder, a 
Marietta boy, with a desire to ascertain 
the truth and allay the excitement, if 
possible, at once set the wires at work, 
and by 10 o’clock this morning had quite 
full particulars, and posted his private 
telegrams on Morrison’s drug store, cor- 
ner of Market and Ninth streets, where 
they were surrounded and read by the 
eager crowd. Many anxious hearts were 
relieved, but wailing and misery were 
carried into more than one family in 
Chattanooga. : 

From Capt. Glover’s private telegrams 
it was ascertained that as the Ilugh Mar- 
tin was at Washington landing, in Rhea 
county, Tennessee, sixty miles above 
Chattanooga, at four o’clock, Saturday

Mr. D. P. Deane, bookkeeper of the 
Boatmen’s saving bank, returned last 
evening from Kentucky. At4 p.m 
Wednesday, he left Evansville, Ind., on; 
the steamer Idlewild, and arrived at 
Shawneetown at 2:30 p.m., yesterday, 
to connect with the St. Louis and South- 
eastern railroad. The passengers were 
transferred to the Riverside hotel, and at 
4p. m. left in an omnibus for the depot. 
When about half the distance had been 
made, the occupants of the stage were 
startled by a man running towards them 
and shouting: ‘‘The levce is broke, keep 
out of the way!” At the same 
time the locomotive whistle was signal- 
ing danger, andthe roar of the rush- 
ing waters was heard. In the omnibus 
were twenty passengers, one-half the 
number being ladies; yet under these 
frightful circumstances none became 
panic-stricken, but trusted to Providence 
and the driver to get them safe back to 
the hotel. Afterreturning to the hotel 
the railroad officials reported that the 
water had not yet reached the track, and 
an attempt would be madeto rua the 
train out; consequently the passengers 
again took to the omibuses and were 
transferred safely tothe cars. The trains 
started at ata rate of speed to beat the 
flood but after going about half a mile, 
the engineer met the flood pouring along 
tow the train at arate of about ten 
miles an hour. Immediately the motive 
power was reversed torun back to the 
depot. Before arriving there, however, 
the flood overtook the train, and soon 
the water was three feet deep on the 
track, andeven flooded the floors of the 


caars. 

On getting back to the depot the pas- 
sengers were safely transferred to the 
cpalinans, ane ap again at the 
Riverside Hotel, which was soon the on- 
ly place in the town on dry land, as in 
ihies hours’ time after the alarm was 
given the water had covered the entire 
country from three to ten feet in depth.

e overlook i y 
the system ori in ancient times, 
not only such cities as Rome, Carthage 
and Babylon were fenced in by hgh 
walls to keep out robber armies and be- 
sieging plunderers, but all other cities in 
Europe, Asia and Africa had recouree to 
the same means of self-defense. Then, 
with a hostile army, hungry as wolves, 
outside of the walls, deep cess pools, 
covered drains and sewers became a 
necessity, and their daily use a fixed 
habit in the people within. Now, the 
high walls of cities no longer exist, there 
is no use for them, and the question may 
well be asked, whether privies, water- 
closets, cesspools and sewers charged 
more or less with decomposing matter, 
be the most healtb-giving remembrancers 
which advancing civilization can cherish 
of the robber age of human society, 
That such an age extended througl a 
thousand generations is more than 
probable; but is there to be no end to 
sewers and to the. wanton sacrifice of 
human life ? 

Dr. Goldsmith cites Dr. Bowling, of 
this city, as saying: ‘‘If a stink be above 
ground with the only true disinfectants 
opefating on its cause—the circumam- 
bient air and gorgeous sunshine—there 
can be no reason but one of folly, for 
expending — to place this same filth 
beyond the reach of the disinfectants of 
nature, with breathing holes for the 
escape of poisonous nolsome _emana- 
tions.” Said Dr. Bowling: ‘‘What do 
you want to tap that infernal sum cf all 
villanies and depository of mingled 
stinks right at my dvor for?” ‘‘I want 
to let the water trom the gutter along 
the east side of High street into the great 
sewer.” ‘‘But you can’t .et the water in 
without letting the stink out. Why not 
let the water run dlonyg the gutter down 
hill, and clean the gutters with its 
torrent.” 

To do so would violate the fundamen. 
tal idea of the sewer system of drainage, 
still followed as a tradition and duty, in- 
volving the sacrifice of thousands of 
children carried off by bowel complaints, 
diptheria, scarlet fever and other epi- 
demics. The mortality of children under 
five years of age has an efficient cause in 
almost every city; and that cause isa 
first-class hot-bed for propogating the 
seeds of the diseases that kill babes and 
others of feeble constitutions. For 
seventy years men of science and true 
philanthropy have labored to break up 


ff | these reeking hot-beds of infection, but 


without even a patient hearing, mucb 
less any approach to success. Did not 
the Moab King sacrifice his son and heir 
to his kingdom on the walls of his city ’ 
A mistaken sense of duty took the life of 
the youth. We take the lives of children 
in the same way. 

In carly times, when human beings 
were comparatively few, where they put 
one to death in obedience to some vener- 
erated tradition, we with our vastly 
greater numbers now put to death a 
thousand by our pestilence breeding 
“sanitary” arrangements. No 
of sanitary science denies this pregnant 
truth, yet reform is found to be impossi- 
ble in any city, whether young or old. 
Science says that whatever substance has 
ever formed a part of the food of man 
or beast is valuable asa fertilizer; and, 
if not needed for other purposes, it 
should not go into a water closet or sew- 
er, but to the compost heap to fatten the 
soil. Does common sense deny this plain 
statement? Certainly not. Why then 
is the carth in all cities highly manured, 
while farms in the country are sadly im- 
poverished by the loss of plant food 
worse than wasted to propagate the 
germs of typhoid and other fevers at the 
places where humanity congregates in 
the largest numbers? Where is the in- 
side or outside power to develop a proper 
sense of self preservation in those whose 
lives are spent in these grave yards of the 
human family? Thirty years ago a care- 
ful gauging of the sewers of London by 
enginecrs showed that an average of 
0,800 tons of solids was washed into the 
river Thames every twenty-four hours to 
pollute its waters. This immense city, 
with three and a half million people, is a 
type of all cities, in which both the wa- 
ter and the air are poisoned. Poisoning 
from filth and pestilence was done when 
Troy was in its glory; shall we continue 
the practice to the end of time?

A $90,000 DINNER. 


The Banquet Giyen the Prefect ot 
the Seine by the Lord Mayor of 
London. 


Lonpon, July 30.—For the sum of 
$90,000 one ought to be able to give a 


»| magnificent banquet, especially when at 


the service of the giver of the feast there 
is a splendid and spacious mansion and 
an army of well-trained and skilled re- 
tainers. The Lord Mayor of London 
spent £18,000 upon the dinner which he 
gave to the prefect of the Seine at the 
Guildhall last night, and everything con- 
nected with the banquet was on a scale 
of unwonted splendor. To meet the 
guest of the evening the mayors of the 
most conspicuous municipaiities in the 
world had been bidden, and most of 
them came. The mayors of New York, 
of Damascus, Jerusalem and Pekin were, 
unhappily, conspicuous by their absence, 
but as there were six hundred others, 
their absence was scarcely noticed. The 
heads of the municipalities of Rome, 
Florence, Turin, Brussels, Amsterdam, 
Geneva, Lisbon, Quebec, Christians, 
Calais, Lordeaux, Antwerp, Havre, To- 
ronto and of many other forcign capitals 
were present, as were also one hundred 
and sixty-two mayors of En lish, Irish 
and Scotch cities, with a goodly array of 
town clerks, sheriffs and prefects, The 
guests dined in their robes, the display of 
plate was as splendid as can be imagined 
aud everything was admirable except the 
speeches. They were poor indeed. This 
is, perhaps, not surprising. Your mayor, 
as a rule, is only a successful shopkeeper 
and he is naturally neither very profoun 
nor very eloquent. Still, wpon an occa 
sion like this, it would have been 
for some one to have said something 
worth hearing upon the value and im- 
riance of municipal governments and 
institutions as checks and counter- 
balances to centralized national or im- 
power. None of the speakers 
however, dwelt upon this theme; and it 
is to be remarked, alsu, that none of the 
German cities were represented. The 
dinner being expressiy in honor of the 
mayor Of Paris, they perhaps thought 
they would not enjoy it much.

THE TRIAL OF COL. BAKER. 


Great. Pub‘ic Interest Eyincei— 
Strong appeals on Behait of 
the Prisoner— Remarks 
of Jastice Brett. 


The trial on the 2d inst., of Col. Val- 
entine Baker, of the 10th Hussars, at the 
Croyden assizes, for an assault upon Miss 
Kate Dickinson in a railway carriage on 
the Condon and Southwestern line on the 
17th of June, created great public inter- 
edt. Mr. Sergeant Varry having opened 
the case, the facts were deposed to by the 
prosecutrix, who was cross examined by 
Mr. Hawkins. For the defense, Mr. 
Hawkios made an earnest appeal to the 
jury in his client’s behalf, in the course 
of which he alluded to the life-long re- 
morse which Col. Baker would suffer 
through this occurrence. Mr. Justice Brett 
summed up, and the jury, after a deliber- 
ation of about ten minutes, returned a 
a verdict of guilty, upon the covnt 
charging the prisoner with an indecent 
assault. Mr, Sargeant Ballantine then 
rose and appealed for mercy on the 
ground of Col. Baker's high reputation. 
Sir Bichard Airey spoke eulogistically of 
the prisoner’s character, and recited his 
services in the Crimea and in India. In 
both campaigas he had served with dis- 
tinction and bravery. Sir Thomas 
Steele, lieutenant general and command. 
er of the forces at Aldershot, stated that 
he considered Col. Baker one of the 
most valued officers in her majesty’s ser- 
vice. Mr. Justice Brett sentenced him 
to twelve months imprisonment without 
hard labor, to pay a tine of £500, to de- 
fray more over the costs ,of the pros- 
risoned unt]

sunk. 

A CALCULATION has been made of the 
number of persons the great cathedrals of 
the European continent will hold. St. Pe- 
ters, at Rome, Lolds 54,000 people; the Mi- 
lan cathedral holds 37,000; St. Paul’s, at 
Rome, holds 25,000; S.. Sophia, at Constan- 
tinop'e, 23,000; Notre Dame, at Paris, holds 
21,000; the cathedral a‘ Pisa holds 13,000 and 
San Marco, at Venice, holds 7,000. 

In Cape Colony about eight hundred 
niles of railway are about to be constructed 
at a cost of four or five millions sterling; 
and in New Zealand there are five huodred 
miles of railway in construction, and three 
hundred and sixty more authorized. India 
has already fifty-eight hundred and seventy- 
two miles of railway open, while nineteen 
hundred and twenty-seven miles remain to 
be completed. 

Russta is not going toappear at tha Pail 
adelphia centernial next year. The gov- 
ernnocnt of the czar plainly declares to Min- 
ister Jewell the inability of their country to 
take part ia an internationa exhibition so 
soon after thatat Vienoa, which had ex- 
hausted the enthusiasm and means ayaila- 
ble for sucha purpose.

He has four 
estates worth $6,0€0,000, besides other prop” 
erty. le is at the headof the slave-ho'd'ng 
interests, and directs al his efforts and the 
m ichinery under his control to avert a ca- 
tastrophe to his interests like the abolition 
of slayery. The Spanish Club controls an 
army of soldiers in its interest, and consti- 
tutes the strongest bulwerk which the in- 
surgents will Lave to overcome, and an 
obstacle to foreign intervention in behalf of 
ihe ‘‘patriots ”’ 

Botu the British parliament and ~the 
French assembly having passed the “‘chan- 
nel tunnel bil,” its projectors expect to go 
ahead and satisfy themselves of the feasi- 
bility of cutting the tunnel. The origina- 
tors of the project are anumber of promi- 
nent Frenchmen of wealth whoare backed 
by the Northern railway of France. Ino En- 
gland a co-operative organization bas been 
started to advauce the project. These two 
organizations, representing the two coun- 
tries, have proposed to exp.nd in prelimi- 
nary tests $400,000 on the English coast and 
a like sum onthe French coast. No au- 
thentic estimate of the cost have been made 
or can be until afterthese experimental tri- 
als. :

THE BAKER CASE. 


The speedy result of this case is a 
triumph of English justice, and a vindi- 
cation of English courts. The indecent 
assault on Miss Dickenson, in a railway 
carriage, was committed on the 17th of 
June, and on the 22d of July the trial 
came on, and conviction speedily fol. 
lowed. Baker was sentenced to pay 
heavy fines and suffer twelve months 
imprisonment, and he has 
since been dismissed from the 
army in which he had won a _ high 
rank by service in two arduous African 
campaigns. These facts show two 
things: First, the speedy administration 
ot justice in criminal cases, in which re- 
spect English courts far excel ours. 
Secondly, a healthy public sentiment 
that ensures the punishment of a man, 
regardless of his rank, wealth or social 
position. 

Col, Baker’s army record has scarcely 
been equaled in British history. He was 
regarded as thé best light infantry 
officer in the service; He had ar- 
ristocratic connections. Ie wasan inti- 
mate fnead of the Prince of Wales, and 
is yet, for aught we know, for the heir ap- 
parent is not very particular in the selec- 
tion of his intimate friends. Baker had 
wealth and the most powerful friends 
at his command. He had the ablest and 
keenest counselin the kingdom in his 
employ. And yet in less than six weeks 
he was thrust from ‘the aristocratic clubs 
of London into a felon’s cell. Let us hot 
denounce British justice hereafter, The

Some were stopped by the 
picturesque scenery Of east Tennessce. 
Buta considerable number, prompted no 
doubt by a touch of Sir John Franklin 
in their natures, took the Air-Line route 
to hunt out the beauties and glories of 
the, to them, uoexplored northeastern 
section of Georgia. Our 
mountain counties are full of 
pleasant,sensible, cultivated people, whe, 
so every report says, are vastly pleased 
with their choice. And well may they 
be, for it is agrand section; and needs only 
to become known to become the most 
popularsummer scction in the whole 
world. ‘‘There are more people,” says 
the Gainesville Southron, ‘‘visiting north- 
east Georgia than has ever been known 
before. All the prominent points are 
crowded with visitors. The people of 
Georgia are seeking health and pleasfire 
in t' e confines of their own state; witnes- 
sing the beauties of her vales and cata. 
racts—the grandeur of her mountains and 
waterfalls. There is no section of coun- 
try which presents so varied and invit- 
ing scenes as this; and all who wish to 
have a pleasant time, live well and recu- 
perate their health, should come among 
The latch string is upon the 
outside, -and all are welcome.”’ 
These people will go home 
fuil of good reports of the new regions 
they have conquered, and if our friends 
up the Air Line are wise they will pre- 
pare for an invasion next season, that in 
numbcrs will be like the coming of the 
locusts. The mountain counties are pow 
squarely in the field as summer resorts, 
and we are glad of it, both on their ac- 
count and onaecccount of the increased 
health and pleasure that the lowlanders 
will find there. 
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THE RATE OF TAXATION. 


We observe that this subject is attract- 
ing some attention, and that some of our 
editorial brethren, no doubt from want 
of a proper understanding ff the matter, 
are making statements and drawing con- 
clusions that have no foundation in fact. 
We sce it alleged that the state taxes are 
higher this year than they were in 1874, 
andAhe ground for this opinion is that 
the present assessment is five mills on the 
dotfar, while last year it was but four, 
Both of these statements—the premise 
and the conclusion—are wrong in point 
of fact. Instead of being greater, the 
taxes to be paid by the people to the 
state this year are /ess than they were in 
1874, and the assessments for both years 
are exac ly the same, to-wit, five mills. 
The difference lies ouly in the mode of 
statement. Last year the assessment was 
four mills for general purposes, and one 
millas a special tax to meet the interest 
on the Nutting bonds. The same pur- 
poses exist this year, but in an- 
nouncing the assessment both 
were included in the single state- 
ment of five mills, or one-half 
of one per cent, ad valorem. 

The people will actually pay less taxes 
to the state ;this year than last, from the 
simple fact that while the amount of 
assessment remains ‘as it was last year, 
by reason of a considerable reduction in 
the amount of taxable property solvent, 
and of property exempted by the legisla- 
ture at its last session, there has been a 
considerable shrinking of the taxable 
values of the state. 

We repeat that the idea of a heavier 
tax this year than last, is wholly errone- 
ous, a8 is clearly shown above, and we 
trust the press of the state will make the 
necessary correction. 


Tue following is but a specimen of the 
paragraphs floating through the country, 
inspired by such papers as issued by the 
CONSTITUTION afew weeks since.

HOW WE "CAUGHT HIM. 

Our representative had no remembranc 
of ever hearing of COpeland before, but naa 
his attention called t> the extraordinary 
agreement between this man’s per-onal 
appearance and the descrip.ion of the cler - 
cal scoundrel of the samenane. When our 
representative returned to Atlanta and 
found the article of the Baltimore Gazette, 
he knew atcnce that the two were one and 


beg:n with the appearance of the Chicago 
Times’ Greeneville dispatch pronouncing 
Andrew Johnson’s religious letter ‘a 
forgery.’’ 

We give here what we editorially wrote 
of this matter on August 11th: 

THE ACT THAT BSTRAYED HIM. 

‘‘When the letter written by the ex-presi- 

dent, and containing some expressions of 


his religious beliefs, was found among _ his } 


papers, the only copy of it taken was made 
by the staff correspondent of the Constr- 
TUTION, then and there present. At the ie- 
quest of the family, however, the publica- 
tion of it was not entered upon until Mon- 
day n'gh*.

Copeland retired, anc just withina the 
hour of his departure from Greeneville, 
told Mr. W. E. Coleman, publisher of the 
Greeseville Intelligencer, thathe had sent 
atelegramto the Times denouncing the 
letter as a forgery.’’—Constitulicn, 11th inst. 

Copeland executed his threat, and the 
sensation thus made has been pnblished in’ 
nearly every journal in the un‘on. The 
above facts disc!ose;that his reason for the 
ghoulish act against.the distinguished dead 
was prompted solely by the loss of an op- 
portunity to bleed the Cnicagu Times for 
the “special news’’ which the letter would 
have made in his favor. We denounced 
this act in unmeasured terms, and identified 
the scoundrel wi h the one shown up bs our 
Baltimore cotemporary. 

STANDING AT BAY. 

Our article was read in Kaoxvi'le, Ten- 
nessee, in theafternoon of the 12th inst., 
and probably brought to the 
attention of Copeland, for that very 
night he had the audacity to wire us the 
following telegram : 

KNOXVIILE, TENN,, Aug. 12, 1875, 
‘Zo Atlanta Cvnstilution : 

“Your paper of the 10th charges that I 
am the Baltimore Gazette’s fraud of many 
names, and that I declared Pres!dent John- 
son’s religious letter a forgery.

Le has 
a strong champtonship in Cherokee 
Georgia, and this is a potent clement of 
political success in Georgia. 

ALFRED H. COLQUITT. 

Alfred H. Colquitt stands the peer in 
popularity with Hardeman. Colquitt 
is one of the sweetest and noblest spirits 
in Georgia. Ie isa Christian gentleman 
in the highest sense of the word.. Le is 
equally able with Ilardeman, but is less 
energetic. There is astreak of laziness 
in Colquitt’s composition that keeps him 
from the full development and exercise 
of his capacitics. Ilardeman util'zes his 
abilities tothe utmost. Colquitt falis 
short of his growth because of his inertia 
Colquitt evokes none of the bitter antago- 
nism that Hardeman carelessly incurs. 


and toleration and suppreision of 1ese it- 
ment and reproof that keeps him at peace 
with everybody. He is as_ kindly 
natured as any woman that ever 
lived, and even wher: he op- 
poses he disarms enmity by his benig- 
nant courtesy. He isa less practical 
business man than Hardeman. His 
cloquence is like the man, persuasive, 
and his brain is correct and large, but 
not vehement or restlessly active. 
has declined more office running than 
apy man in Georgia, but he wants to be 
governor just as badly as Hardeman.
